Considers it Absolutely Essen- 
tial to the Home Rule Cause 
that Parnell Retire, 



And in a Letter to John Morley Ex- 
plains the Reasons Leading Up 
to this Decision. 



London, Nov. 25. — At Gladstone's re- 
quest, John Morley has communicated to 
Parnell the letter which Gladstone wrote 
Morley on Monday. In this letter Glad- 
stone says : " Having arrived at certain 
conclusions in regard to the continuance of 
Parnell's leadership, I saw Justin McCarty> 
on arriving in town, and usked him whether 
he was likely to receive from Parnell any 
communication ou the subject. MeCarty 
was unable to give me information. 1 men - 
tioned to him in 1882, after the Phcenix 
Park murders, that Parnell, although 
totally removed from any idea of responsi- 
bility, wrote to ma offering Intake 'Chiltern 
Hundreds,' an oll'er much to his honor, but 
which 1 thought it my duty to decline. 
While clinging to the hope of a communica- 
tion from Parnell to whomsoever 
addressed, I thought it. necessary 
viewing arrangements for the commence- 
ment of session to-morrow, to acquaint Me- 
Carty with the conclusion at which I 
arrived. It was that notwithstanding the 
splendid services reiulured by parnell to bis 
country, his continuance at present iu the 
leadership would have consequences disas- 
trous in the highest degree to the cause of 
Ireland. I think 1 may be warranted in 
asking you so far to expand the conclusion 
given above- as to add that such a contin-

Her place will bo taken by the 
Qceen, which is owned by the Paeilic Coast 
Steamship Co, The reason for this change 
is that lie' Puebla is in the hands of the 
shuriff. Four deputy sheriffs patrol this 
dock, and will allow no one to touch tin: 
lines fastening the vessel to the wharf. 

It was evidently expected that the mat- 
tor would be settled this morning, as the 
cargo for the .Sound was taken on boaid. At. 

10 o'clock, however, Capt. Bennett arrived 

011 the scene, and ordered the work stopped. 

With permission of tho sheriff, the Queen 

was run between the docks, and the Puobla's 
cargo was then transferred to her, and the 
work of shipment went on. 

The whole trouble is over an attichment 
for $100,000 issued against the city of 
Puebla. She is the property of the Oregon 
Improvement company, and is at present 
under charter to tho Pacifio Coast Steam- 
ship Co. Resides the Puebla, the company 
owns thu Walla Walla, Umatilla and Willa- 
mette Valley.

THE KOOTENAY RECLAMATION 
SCHEME. 

'I'd run Editok : On reading the 
criticisms on my company'a reclamation 
works, with which Mr. Kellie, M.P.P., 
hits favored your readers, one cannot 
help asking what point of view these 
utterances represent. Duos Mr. Kellie 
condemn the scheme in the capacity of 
mi expert in reclamation works, or dues 
lie speak officially as a member for the 
district, or docs he, perhaps, occupy tho 
position of a person who would derive 
benefits if the cancellation of the conces- 
sion, with which he threatens us, were 
carried through i 1 have hud, on previ- 
ous occasions, tho honor of being made 
the target for Mr. Kellie s comments, 
but his criticisms were then those of a 
private citizen, who had a perfect right 
to ventilate any just or unjust grievances 
for winch he could tind space in the 
press, but it would appear to tne that if 
Mr. Kellio now speaks as a member 
for the district his remarks, quite aside 
from all question of good taste, should at 
least give evidence that he has made him- 
self acquainted with tho most essential 
features of the scheme which he under- 
takes to condemn in such a sweeping 
manner. He should not, 1 say, show 
entire ignorance of the purport and loca- 
tion of the undertaking. Mr. Kellio 
states in The Colonist that the land to 
be reclaimed is situated along tho Koo- 
tenay river bol ween tho lake and the 
Columbia river. Now, it happens that 
the laud is nowhere near this locality, 
but 50 or more miles away. Mr. Kellie 
then follows up this happy introduction 
by saying that " by blasting a little hero 
and there ai d cutting down some banks" 
1 hopo to reclaim the land. Mr. Kellie evi- 
dently knows very much more than 
either tho company's consulting engineers, 
or the manager, or tho Board of Direct- 
ors in London know, for none of iheso 
persons can, at present, say what "little 
blasting or little cutting away of banks" 
will really bo necessnry t > reclaim tho 
land until the effect of tho work now 
being carried out is demonstrated by next 
summer's high water. As wo have six 
years in which to complete tho reclama- 
tion, wo propose, with Mr. Kcllie's permis- 
sion, to do it at the right time and at tho 
right place and not waste money in either 
doing it at tho wrong placo or at the 
wrong season. 

Mr. Kellie pronounces my scheme of 
an insane character, lie might just as 
well have included othorpersonsasof simil- 
arly disordered intellect — for instance, 
the four competent and qualified civil 
engineeis who have pronounced tho 
scheme an entirely feasible one. Also 
Professor Dawson should be included in 
the same category, for in his report, on 
West Kootenay, published last year, that 
gentleman says (page li.'i B) should the | 
reduction of the general level »t the 
Kootenay Lake not exceed a few foot 
(four feet is all we require) the pro- 
ject " is no doubt possible " by removing 
at the outlet of tho lake the obstruction 
of rough bouldery wash, which has been 
brought down by a side stream. This 
work we are now doing. 

To come to Mr. Kellio as an expert in 
matters of reclamation 1 will simply say 
this: the scheme I have in hand deals with 
largo quantities of water entailing close ob- 
servation, at different seasons Vif the year, 
so as to arrive at a correct estimate of 
tho discharge fromjand into the lake, wit h 
a duo allowance for the difference in the 
swiftness of currents, evaporation and 
other more or less complex questions 
which can only bo studied by one very 
frequently on tho spot. In the seven 
years that tho control of this laud has 
been vested in my Company's bands, I 
have had the necessary opportunities to 
observe and the exports from England 
and elsewhere who reported on it made 
of course a close examination of all fea- 
tures in connection witli tho scheme. 
Mr. Kellio, M.P.P., tho new self consti- 
tuted expert, on the other hand, never 
saw (as is well known in tho country) the 
land in question until the 21st of October, 
.181)0, when he stayed two nights and one 
day on or near it, studying the 
particulars of a scheme covering 
.some (i!) or 70 square miles at 
at a time of the year when tho water is 
low, and no correct opinion can possibly 
bo formed of the condition of things dur- 
ing high water— conditions upon which, 
of courso, everything hinges. I will let 
your roaders judge what importation 
should be attached to this expert's 
opinion. 

Mr. Kcllie's philanthropic regrets that 
English capital should bo frittered away 
in This impracticable scheme, rather than 
liu put to much butter use in developing 
the mines, might almost bo taken as an 
invitation to add, under his guidance of 
course, to tho already considerable num- 
ber of unprofitable prospect holes Mr. 
.Kellio has a reputation of having sunk 



into the green sides of tho long suffering 
Selkirks. Ihil this invitation I bog to 
decline with accelerated thanks. 

For one tiling 1 am exceedingly grate- 
ful to Mr. Kellie, it is for making 
the following, to us, most useful admission 
which he has apparently made quite un- 
wittingly, for it is contrary to the wholu 
trend of his arguments. The principal 
condition in the government concession, 
under which we are operating, provides 
that we shall only have tho right to pur- 
chase these lands at SI. 00 an acre when 
they become lit for agricultural settle- 
ment. Mr. Kellie says in Tin; Colonist, 
when referring to these lands, that they 
are already in that condition. His 
words are : " The land at present avail- 
able for agriculture would furnish profit- 
able farms for 1UO or more settlers," so 
that really the principal condition im- 
posed upon us has already been attained, 
and for this oflicial admission in black 
and white by the member of the district 
the Company's best thanks aro due to Mr. 
Kellie. We propose, however, notwith- 
standing Mr. Kcllie's admission, to pro- 
ceed with the reclamation works. Had 
we desired to purchase the land in its 
unreclaimed condition, we could have 
done so out and out years ago at ; be 
same rate called for by our concession. 

In conclusion, Mr. Kellie states that as 
1 have failed in my contract with the 
government he proposes to advocate the 
cancellation of the agreement. The lirat 
part of this assertion is incorrect, we 
have not failed m carrying out our agree- 
ment ; on tho contrary, wo have spent 
more than doublo the money wo antici- 
pated in honestly carrying out the first 
part of the scheme, and are now pushing 
the reclamation works as fast as circum- 
stances will allow. As to cancellation, 
no doubt tho wish is father to the 
thought with Mr. Kellie, and if he pro- 
poses to deal with English capital em- 
ployed in tho improvement of his dis- 
trict in this manner, he will make it 
considerably more difficult than it already 
is to find British capital for undertakings 
of any kind in this province. Confidence 
in the laws of the country and in the 
good faith of its government are the 
primary conditions to attract foreign 
money, and utterances, such as Mr. Kcl- 
lie's, which throw a doubt upon either, 
are a public danger.

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FALL ASSIZES. 



Ferns UVB 1)111 Fonufl Guilty of Man- 
slaughter ami Sentenced to 
Ten ifears. 

The Evidence in tbe Case— Allan's 
Trial 'Put Oft' Till Next Turin 
-Lewis Hot Guilty. 

Yesterday before Chief Justice Begbie, 
the prisoner Bomhardt convicted Mon- 
day of the robbery of a quantity of car- 
p inters' cools was brought up and sen- 
tentced to a yoar'a imprisonment at hard 
labor. 

Owing to the sicknes3 of tlio injured 
Indian, on application of tlio Deputy 
Attorney General and with the consent 
of the defence, represented by Mr. 
Eberts, the cast; of Otlicer Allen, charged 
with atobhing liim was iiuatpunuxl u " 
next assize. 

Till: CHISESE HOMICIDE. 

The case of Forg Ling Din, accused of 
murder at James Bay, was placed in the 
dock. He looked in excollent health 
and spirits as ho entered the court, and 
was defended by Mr. Walker, the Hon. 
the Attorney General representing the 
crown. The following jury was impan- 
elled, Henry Moss, Fred Dyer, William 
Simpkins, William Hicks, Alex Whyto, 
William McKittrick, A. W. Biggar, John 
L. Harrison, John S. Fullortoti. Joseph 
H. King, F. Galbraith, and W. K. Arm- 
strong. 

The Attornoy-Gonoral briefly pre- 
sented the facts "of the case as they ivould 
be brought out in evidence, holding that 
there was nt ithing which, to his mind, 
could reduce the crime from murder to 
manslaughter. 

After the clotlioa of the prisoner and of 
the murdered man, together with the 
knife by which the killing was committed, 
had been brought into court, 

Sergeant Robert Walker, of the City 
Police Force, entered the box. He testi- 
fied to having, in response to a call, gone 
iiver to the house of Mrs. Milligan. By 
way of accounting for the blood which was 
wren in nil directions in the kitchen, pri- 
soner said his nose had been bleeding. 
Tho kitchen had been Hooded with water, 
but in one spot there waa a great deal of 
blood, as also on the wall, near the stairs, 
and on the edge of tho dour leading to 
thehall. There was blood on prisoner's face, 
wrist and stockings. The door behind that 
of the kitchen was locked. On asking, 
prisoner, said "No one there; him gone 
to town.'' On opening tho door of a 
room -witness found under the bed the 
body of a dead Chinaman, close by which 
was a large knife, which he produced. 
.He at once arrested the prisoner, whom 
he handcuffed and took into tho kitchen 
111 answer to his questions prisoner said 
he had killed tho man. In a box there 
were tbe articles of clothing produced all 
spotted with blood, other clothes being 
also discovered in another box. 

Officers Redgrave and Levin attended 
to coroborato Walker's testimony, but 
were not called. 

Mrs. Milligan testified to tho prisoner 
being in her employ. On tho day of the 
murder she saw the prisoner and another 
Chinaman in the kitchen, and Buhseqent- 
ly, in the jifcornoon, while in the dining- 
room, beard a noise as of something fall- 
ing, fallowed by groans and a struggle, 
lasting several minutes. She found the 
kitchen door locked, and wont out for 
lielp, returning accompanied by Miss 
LawBon and Mrs. Uaymur'.s Chinaman, 

They found the front door locked, on 
■which Miss. Laws n telephoned for the 
police. Mrs. Rnymur having arrived, 
they entered the house by the front door 
and went into the kitchen, out of which 
the prisoner came, tie appeared ex- 
cited, and on being told tho police had 
been sent i'H, went down into the kit- 
chen, which ho began to clean up by 
throwing buckets of wa er on the floor. 
•Seeing tha - , she tried to prevent him do- 
ing this, but he shut the door ill her face 
and locked it. She llien went up si. ins, 
into the dining room, where shortly 
afterwards the prisoner came and asked 
her to tell the p.. lice not to mind. He 
had in an undershirt and no coat. He 
then went and put his coat on. On the 
arrival of the police, she went down into 
the kitchen and sa.v the blood covered 
with water. 

By Mr Walker ; she said that prisoner, 
when he brought up some dishes, laughed 
and seemed to be in a good turn per. 
After tho fall there was a short pause he- 
fore the struggle. .She noticed a bruise 
on prisoner's face, and his nose was 
bleeding. He held his hand to his aide. 
There was some meat oil tho kitchen 
table which prisoner had been cutting. 
Prisoner had always been a very good 
servant. 

T. A. Milligan, husband of the last 
witness, said that on the eighth Novem- 
ber he found tho Hoor of the Chinaman's 
to nn covered with blood and the dead 
Chinaman lying there. This was about I 
o'clock. Saw the knife, a similar one to 
which was used in the kitchen. Prisoner 
had been in. his employment three or 
four months. 

Herbert Carmichael said he had made 
an analysis of some of the clothes in this 
case, the stains appearing on which were 
blood. 

Mrs. Milligan, re-exainmed, identified 
tho knife aa the one, or one exactly like 
it, in uso in the kitchen. Missed t he. 1110 
that was there since. When prisoner 
was talking to the other Chinaman he 
wore the stockings produced in court, or 
ones similar lo t hern. 

Dr. Milne testilied that ho had ex- 
amined the body of a Chinaman in Stor- 
ey's undertaking rooms : found an ex- 
cised wound rroin the ear across the 
throat, the parts being severed and the 
windpipe exposed. The wound soenied 
to have been made by a sharp instrument. 
"Che external jugular vein was divided. 
There was another wound oil the back of 
tho head, extending bo that about nil 
inch of skin was left un nnnh side Tho 
spinal cord was also divided, Noticed 
another wound on tbe back <if tho head, 
entering the scalp. The wounds seemed 
to bo downward ones. There was also a 

skin wound on the cheek, tw re on 

tho chin. Death was caused by tho 
wound 'on tho back of the head, cu ting 
through and dividing the spinal column, 



The wound in the throat would not have 
caused immediate death. 

AFTFK liBCEHS. 

Thomas Storey, undertaker, testified 
to having prepared the body of the mur- 
dered man for burial. 

Quong Mow (to whom counsel for tho 
defence objected as having boon brought 
up in an unexpected liiaiinn) identified 
the body of tho murdered man as that of 
Fong Ah Sun. 

Mr. Walker submitted that tho prose- 
cution bad not identified the man who 
had been killed as the man whose name 
was mentioned in tho indictment, Pong 
Ah Tong. 

The Court declined to reserve the 
point. 

Mr. Walker, ill addressing tho jury, 
contended that tbe offence could not be 
construed into the crime of murder, it 
being rather tho crime of manslaughter. 
At length be defined tho two crimes. 
After tbe evidence adduced, ho was not 
prepared to deny that the prisoner had 
killed tho murdered man. There had 
boon, however, no proof of malice afore- 
thought. There had unques'ionably 
been a tight, as was evidenced by the 
blow whicli bad been given on the prison- 
er's nose. The face was that the de- 
ceased had gone to the house to collect 
an account which, not being able to ob- 
tain, he bad struck the prisoner, who 
'had, in self-defence, killed him 
in a momentary tit of passion, 
and oil the spur of the moment' 
He might easily have chosen a 
more favorable opportunity hud be de- 
sired to do away with him. -Moreover, 
Mrs. Milligan had test ilied to the prison- 
er's ordinary good temper. The facts 
were utterly inconsistent with any 
hypothesis other than that of man- 
slaughter. 

The Chief Justice, in charging the 
jury, spoke of the danger which wou d 
be caused to life supposing prisoners 
were to bo acquitted upon the s'renirtli 
of any doubts that counsel might raise. 
Such doubts must be reasonable. The 
prisoner was guilty either of murder or 
manslaughter. Ho closely drew the dis- 
tinctions between the two offences, say- 
ing that it was not necessary that, the 
killing should have been premeditated, as 
counsel for the defence had contended. 
For instance, it could not be hold that if 
a burglar killed an individual when en- 
deavoring to escape, he were guilty of 
manslaughter only. Tho responsibility 
of drawing the distinction rested With 
the jurors. All homicide was murder in 
the eye of the law, and all that had to he 
decided was what was it that took place 
during that brief period which had been 
referred to by Mrs. Milligan. It must 
not be a whimsical doubt of which the 
prisoner must bo given the benefit, but 
it must ben reasonable and well-founded 
one. 

The jury withdrew, and after an ab- 
sence of an hour returned with a verdict 
of " manslaughter," a decision in which 
the court fully concurred. 

HE FORK MR. JUSTICE PRASE. 
R. O. Lewis, charged with having 
stolen S110 front tbe clothes of tho chief 
engineer of the Str. Rainbow, was tried 
and nciiuitted, the jury's finding being 
"Wo give tho prisoner tho benefit of the 
doubt and say he is not tjuilty." On 
motion of Mr. Eberis, ho was dis- 
charged.

The decision i S ono of very great itn- 
pprtauoe, and its influence will he felt in 
Canada as well as in tho UiiitoJ States. 
Although the s-atutes of the two countries 
differ in many respec s, thoy are based 
upon the same principles, and it is quite 
common for a lawyer pleading before a 
British jtidgo to quote an American 
authority in support of his contention, 
and American lawyers in all United 
States courts are continually citing Brit- 
ish precedents and British authorities. 

IRRIGATION. 

rrigation lias done much for Califor- 
nia. 1 1 has made largo districts, which 
appeared to bo unproductive, capable of I 
supporting a comparatively dense popu- 
lation, and it has added very materially 
to the wealth of the State. Hero is very 
valuable testimony to the beneficent 
effects of irrigation by one who has seen 
an apparent desert transformed into a 
lovely garden, yielding abundant har- 
vests to the irrigator and the husband- 
man. Tho Biggs Argus says : 

"The late census shows quite a falling 
oft' in the population of several of tho 
comities in the Sacramento valley, while 
such counties as Fresno, Humboldt and 
Mendocino have made wonderful growth. 
Tho reason for this is obvious and very 
eas-iy explained. Take Fresno for in- 
stance. Irrigation is tho drivo-whoel 
which lias revolutionized the country. 
Irrigation begets and compels the cuttin 
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there is a great deal of gold in circula- 
tion in the United States, tho money in 
circulation in the East particularly being 
principally greenbacks. But the amount 
of gold and silver coin, and of certificates 
representing gold and silver, is not far 
short of one thousand millions. Hero are 
the figures contaiuod in the Secretary of j 
tho Treasury's statement : Of gold and 
gold certificates there were 8515,000,000, 
and of silver and silver certificates there 
were in circulation §414,000,000. 

Next year and the year after the state- 
ment will be very difrere.it. The appro- 
priations of Congress have swallowed up 
tho surplus. Tho pension fund has grown 
to immotiso proportions. The Republi- 
cans wore determined that the Govern- 
ment should bu no longer hampered by 
its riches. They have contrived, while' 
not lightening the burdens which the 
people aie required to-bear, to finance in 
such a way as to make more than pro- 
bable that there will be a deficit, instead | 
of asm plus.

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An important legal decision was given 
in Sacramento, a few days ago, by Judge 
Armstrong. It related to the custom of 
boycotting. The legality of that custom 
was tested by James MeClatohy & Co., 
proprietors of the Sacramento Bee. (I. 
W. McKay, et al, were the defendants. 
These arc the circumstances of the case : 
Tho malinger of the Bee discharged a man 
who was employed in the stereotype de- 
partment of their papor because, tilc )' 
.alleged, he bud badly used the machinery' 
under his charge. The man belonged to 
the Typographical Union. He com- 
gained to the Union that he had been 
discharged unjustly. The Union believed 
his representations mid demanded his re- 
instatement. The proprietors of the Bee 
refused to take- tho m&n back. All the 
hands in the office, except the fore- 
man and one of the men, then struck 
work. The proprietors of the Bee hold- 
ing out, tho Union appealed to tho Fed- 
orated Trades for assistance, which was 
given, and a boycott against tho paper was 
declared. Influence was used to prevent 
tho Bee being taken by the citizens, and 
advertisers were requested to withdraw 
their patronage. A paper was published 
three tunes a week in tlit inter*, 'it of the 
boycott. Still the Grm did not yield. 
They entered an action against 
the leading boycotters, and after a long 
trial Judge Armstrong gave the decision 
alluded to above. He granted a restrain- 
ing order forbidding the boycotters doing 
the acta complained of tending to injure 
the business of the paper, The order is 
made to include also advertisements and 
printed circular. The report of tho Bul- 
letin says: "The decision was, perhaps, 
iho moat exhaustive ono ever made in a 
boycutt cr.se from the utatttto and com- 
mon law standpoint." We have not BOen 
tho decision, but this ia how the San 
Francisco Chronicle of the 21s.r speaks 
of it ' 

" While the "legal aspect of tills case is 
interesting, proceeding, as it inns', upon 
the theory that any combination to injure 
or depreciate the value of the property of 
another is unlawful, the practical aspect 
of the. case is much more interesting and 
at the same time instructive. It conveys 
a lesson to organized labor which it would 
do well to hood. It asserts that boycott- 
ing is an un-American practice which does 
not and cannot command tho respect 
and confidence of the community ; that it 
is violative of the spirit of fair play, which 
ia dear to every American, and that it is 
notkwiseor proper method of settling, 
the disputes which arise between those j 
who earn wages and those who pay them.

There are hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land in British 
Columbia that are only waiting' to be 
watered in order to produce abundant 
crops of grain and roots, grasses 
and fruits. The supply of water is gen- 
erally not far off. In these dry 
lands it is stored under tho surface 
awaiting the hand of science and en- 
terprise to be utilized. Artesian wells 
even in parched Africa have produced 
changes that appear to be almost mir- 
aculous, and they can be made to produce 
equally wonderful results in this part of 
the world. What the thirsty soil is cry- 
ing for is water, and no matter where it 
is obtained, provided there is enough of 
it, it will do its wonderful work. 



A MERICA N FIN A NCE, 

Tho financial exhibit of the United 
States for the year, Gliding June 30, 18!)0, 
shows how rich, the country is and what 
immense stuns the Government has at its 
disposal. The spending policy of thu 
Republican party had not time to de- 
velop itself previous to the lived year, 
which ended on the 'MlU of last June. 
Its results will be seen in tike financial 
statements of '91-92, and, if not checked 
by the Democratic House of Representa- 
tives elected this year, in the statement 
of 1811II. The revenue of the United 
.States was, ill the year 1889-90, $10.'),- 
080,982. This was an increase over the 
revenue of the previous year of $16,030,- 
'.'L'.'i. The internal revenue taxes gave 
more than two-thirds of this increase. 
The ordinary expenditure was $297, 736,- 
436, being an increase of 815,739,87 1 
over tho expenditure of the previous 
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strikers, who may have had a valid cause 
of quarrel with their employers, to drag 
into such quarrel other persons and or- 
ganizations which have and could have no 
such quarrel. Tho inevitable result of 
such a combination is to creato counter 
combinations among employers, and when 
this is done the Labor combinations must 
get the worst of it." 

"Nor in this all. One of tho best 
friends the American workingman has 
ever had, Terence V, Powderly, has laid 
it down as a general rule that in all dis- 
putes between labor and capital the first 
stop should be mi attempt at arbitration; 
and ho has given it as his deliberate 
opinion that Hitch attempts, when made 
iii good faith, never fail. Boycotting 
manifestly precludes thej possibility ot 
Arbitration, Tho employer might arbi- 
trate with his disatisfied employes, but 
bow can he negotiate with strangers who 
have corao into tho dispute and who have 
no actual knowledge of the bearings of 
tho case 1

nited States 
was. on tho last day of June of the pro- 
sent year, 81,145,400,980. Twel»o 
months previous r, was 81,250,043,130, 
This shows that tho national debt has 
been reduced during the course of tho 
year $104,042,250, not quite the amount 
of tho surplus. The government had 
purchased during the year $74,000,000 of 
■I p.'r cent, bonds, and f30,000,000 of 4J 
per cent, bonds. As these bonds had 
not reached maturity, the government 
purchased them at a premium, but the 
prico paid was such that the transaction 
was to the government a profitable one. 

Exclusive of amounts on deposit, there 
was in the treasury belonging to the gov- 
ernment on the 30th of June, 1889, 
$320,384,927, and on the 30th of June, 
1890, $286,384,815. There was an in- 
crease of gold of four millions, and a de- 
crease of silver of nine millions.

A republic has been peaceably estab- 
lished in Brazil. On Saturday the lath 
ins', the military dictator Fonscca foi- 
mally handed over the government to 
the Congress which the people ot Brazil 
had elected to represent them. It was 
feared at first that as the army had so 
much to do with bringing about the rovo- 
lutii u its loaders would not be in a hurry 
to lay down tho power they had seized so 
unceremoniously. They declared that a 
regular government would be formed, as 
soon as it was possible to establish one, 
lint many people questioned tho since- 
rity and the good faith of the military 
revolutionists. Considering the size of 
the country and the difficulties to bo 
overcome it was hardly to bo expected 
that the business of framing a constitu- 
tion and electing representatives, could 
bo done in less than twelve months. 
But the provisional Government was 
honest and diligent. It went, to work 
with a will R very step it tool: touaul 
establishing a constitu ional government, 
was a step towards its own annihilation, 
yet it never flagged until its self-denying 
tank was accomplished. The IVesi 
dent and his colleagues have shown 
that their friends and admirers 
were warranted in placing confidence in 
them, and they have given the lie to the 
udunmies of their enemies and proved 
that (heir confident predictions were 
false. 1 
So peaceable a revolution would bo J 
wonderful in any country, but it appears 
to be almost a miracle in South America. | 
Monarchs are seldom dethroned, aud re- 
publics set op in their place without long 
and violent agitation, accompanied by 
bloodshed. But the revolution wag ac- 
complished *« llrazil without any agita- 
tion that was hoard of outside the coun- 
try itself. There was no war, and but 
very few lives wero lost in the royal cause. 

More blood has been shed in a street 
row, and more lives lost, than in this 
Brazilian revolution, in which a popular 
monarch was deposed and a provisional 
government established, to bo succeeded 
as booh as possible by a republic. Tho 
men at the head of that revolution must 
have been both wise and prudent. The 
measures they took must have 
been exceedingly judicious. Tllev 
could not have excited, the sus- 
picions of any considerable num- 
ber of people, and they could have made 
hut few enemies. It does not take much 
to provoke South Americans to resort to 
arms to accomplish a political purpose. 
They are impatient of tho processes by | 
which political changes are ell'ectei 
among the cold-blooded people of north- 
er,! countries. They will not wait for 
what they want, but attempt to seize it 
by force almost as soon as the} ask for it. 
How (Jeneral Fonscca and his colleagues 
kept their impulsive countrymen in 
cheek, how they made a counter- revolu- 
tion an impossibility, is as yet a mystery. 

It is to be hoped that the quiet way in 
which the revolution was accomplished 
fore-shadows the manner in which the 
Government of Brazil will be conducted. 
If it does, u happy future is before this, 
the youngest of the republics. Its citizens 
inhabit a splendid country, and if their 
energies aro directed towards developing 
its resources and not misdirected in 
quarrelling and lighting to advance the 
interests of ambitious and unscrupulous 
politicians, Brazil cannot but be pros- 
perous and in time great.

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A BATTLE FOR LIFE. 



The Frightful Experience of a Ger- 
man Aeronaut. 



A Thrilling Strusclo With Death In tlio 
Alr-Tho nallonn Caught by a Whirl- 
wind and Tossed Hither and Thltli 
«r— A Peasant's Sorry End, 

The Gorman aeronaut 'WolfT recently 
had a most terrible experience during a 
trip iii a balloon from the grounds of 
the Cologne Exhibition of tlio Art of 
War, says the New York Sun. In com- 
pany with Petor Schmitz anil a manu- 
facturer named Dcponlicuor lie started 
in tlio balloon Stollwork at one o'clock: 
on a cloudy afternoon. The balloon 
(low one mile almost straight upward 
into the thick of a storm. Wolff, fear- 
ful of the strong winds and hail around 
him, decided to make a landing as soon 
as possible. 

"There was nothing but woods and 
woods under us," ho said, subsequently. 
"Tlio balloon descended with violent 
rapidity. I finally discovered a little 
clearing on a steep mountain side and 
prepared to anchor. Tho balloon de- 
scended more slowly, and the people 
who had observed us hurried together 
underneath to help us land. 1 drew the 
ventilator a little further open and mo- 
tioned to Schmitz to get out. Depcn- 
licucr alighted, and all was well, when 
suddenly a whirlwind struck us. A ter- 
rible jerk sends me on my back in the 
car, 1 jump up to And all things swim- 
ming down, down below me, anil two 
men clinging helplessly to tin' edge of 
the car. 1 catch the nearest one. a peas- 
ant who tried to assist i:i I ho landing. 
Too late! His strength is p-ono; lie let.s 
go, and"! hear with horrible distinct- 
ness the mil filed thud of his body on the 
ground. 

"My heart sickens, bul I rally to save 
my friend Schuiitz, who siill sticks to 
tho car's side. Already the clouds are 
sinking beneath us. We are at least 
1 wo miles above the earth. 1 try to raise 
Schmitz into the car hut he has sunk so 
Far down from the edge that. I can hard- 
ly grasp his wrists, and he is too weak 
to make an etTort for himself, Both of 
us groan our despair, for all seems over. 
Slowly and painfully I raiso him a lit- 
tle, set my teeth in the back of his coat 
aad endeavor to bind him fast with tho 
storm-lino. A few moments drag by in 
hope and despair, and I finally succeed 
in fastening the rope under his arms 
and in tying him so to tho ear. There 
is no safety in the device, however, for 
•.vero Schmitz to lose consciousness for 
an instant his body would relax and he 
would slip away. I call lo him: 'Spread 
out your arms! Spread out your arms! 1 
1 hoar his body move in response to my 
admonition, but his voice is lost to me. 

"All this has occupied twenty-five 
minutes, and we have in the meantime 
been slipping upward. Every thing 
now depends on our making a quick 
landing. I draw open the valve and we 
begin falling. We plunge into a great 
storm. The balloon spins around in cir- 
cles, and sways about like a drunken 
man. Rain, hail, thunder and lightning 
swoop over us. The balloon reels so 
that 1 must lie on my tace to remain in 
the car. 

•• "Peter! Peter!' I call to my friend. 
'Hold fast! Only hold fast!' 

"No response, for he can not hoar mo. 
Tho agitation of the balloon lias 
loosened the rope and he bus sagged 
back again, down the side of the car, so 
I can see only his finger tips on the 
edge. I creep to the side of the car-, 
seizo his right wrist, with my left hand, 
and with my right hand and teeth I tug 
at the valve. 

•• 'I can not hold out longer,' comes in 
a weak voice from Schmitz. - I am slip- 
ping away.' 

'•'One minute, only a minute more, 
I cry bade, 'and we will be there.' 

"The nearer we come lo the ground, 
however, tho more violent becomes the 

oscillation of the balloon. Finally wi 
slip over a bouse, a barn and drop like a 
slu t to tin 1 ground. 

'• 'Let go, 1 I shouted to Schmitz, 'ami 
jump away from the anchor.' 

"He obeys and the balloon, j on pounds 
lighter, soars upward. I pull at tli • 
valve with all my strength till the anchor 
catches a small tree. Hut the tree 
gives way. and with the rebound the car 
springs up to the balloon, and for a mo- 
ment I hang on almost, by my teeth. 
The anchor catches again i ■ a tree. 
Again a jerk-, a crack, a rebound, and I 
am tossed about like a ball. Once inoro 
the anchor catches. I find myself just, 
above the top of a dense old cedar. 
Head first I dive into the branches 
and fail from bough to bough till l reach 
tho ground. The anchor rattles near 
me. Another tree breaks, and the bal- 
loon sails oil to the northwest. 

"I had landed near ('live. In an hour 
I had the whole neighborhood out look- 
ing for Schmitz. He was not to be 
found. 'Dead,' l thought, as I limped 
painfully along between two peasants in 
the direction of the Overath railway 
station. Presently a group of men and 
woircn hurried toward us from a side 
street. Three of them wore half carry- 
ing a man. I hastened to thein as rapid- 
ly as I could, and had Schmitz in my 
arms. 

"To-day my head is dense and 
weighty. Every bone in my body aches 
and pulsates. I can not sloop, and I 
have no peace, since I can get no news 
of the poor peasant who fell a sacrifice 
to his willingness to help me."
